THE EXI'LOSION,
YT FOLWARD HALY OF THE BOAT BLOWN 1O
FRAGMENTS,

Those who witueesed the expiosion eay that there
was fist 0 dull, erashing sound, somewhat rosem-
Ming that made by a fallivg building, followed im-
woediately, ludeed, almosk gmultaneonsly, by the
yush of eecaping steam, ‘The main deck was forced
wpward for a considerable distanee, the beams and
Leavy planks torn into fragments, many of them

hrown high into the air, fulling in a confused
neap fntoe the hold,  The forwand parts of the upper
feck and cabins for a considerable distance aft were
eplintered and shattered, The pilot-house, directly
aver the boiler, was harled into the air a distance of
#0 fect or more, and iu falling alichted on the hurri-
eane dook, aud was shattered. The pilot, James Me-
Geo, was in the pilot-honse gt the time, waiting for
4li0 boat to start, He was blown up and descendod

vith the honse, aud yot, strange to eay, aside from a

ow sovere scratehes and contustous;, and a severe
shock, escaped unhurt,  He could scarcely believe
st hie was not mortally injured as he crawled from
the roins and saw the havoo and desolation that had
Weet made,  The heavy smoke-stack was also blown
high in the alr and £ell into the general wreck. The
escaping stearn for o time filled alwost all parta of
the boat, and many were gealided who would huve
otbeiw ise cacopod unlart,

TiE EXPLODED NOILTR,

The boller was & low-pressure, tubular one, 24 foet
long and 10 feet in dinmeter. 1t was made in 1802, in
Brooklyn, at the same time that the boat was built,
By the certifieate on board, it appears that it wus in-
spectad on the 15th of June last, by John K. Mat-
thews, one of the Government Ingpectors of Hollers,
and was pronounced by him to be in good condition.
On that ocension the boiler was sulijected to a hydro-
wtatic pressure of 81 pounds to the square inch, fand it
was deomed sale to run it at @ pressure of 25 ponnds
to the square uch, This certidente of inspection was
registored in the Custom-Honse on July 15, Accord-
Jng 1o the engineer’s ndmission, the jovssare just be-
fore the exnlogion Wig 27 pounds.

The fores of the exploston was very groat.  The
pordon of the boller which exploded wis opposita
the fire-box, and toward the bow of the bout.  The
wpper half of the shell of the haler, 20 feet in length,

ACCOUNT BY ANOTHER REPORTER.

As the Union ferry-boat was about to leave
e landing ot the foot of Pulton-st., at 3 p. m., two men,
“Learlug thelr coats upon their wrms, walked rapidly
through the throng of pussengers and took scuts in the
cabin, One of fhetn talked in a fruntle way as he
walked, nud was supposed to be lutoxicated. When
woated they were surronnded by @ few cvrious inquirers,
1 whotn, o broken sentences, they toll their story o
the explosion sud of their efcape. son bloteh
upon the skin sbout their eyes and ears showea the
clivet of the sealding stesm, A reporter of THE TrInUNE
who was on bourd, immedistely recrossed the river,
wondering a4 be did so ot the apparent indifference of
the passengers to the condition of the men, and to the
fact that a grent catastrophe had evidently taken place,
On thi way to thoe Dattery, through Frontst., roveral
siightly scalded percons wers met, and confirmed the
rapidly spreading uecounts of the disaster. Boon wig-
ons were seen benring away the bodles of victims from
the ecene of horror. From pumerons Louses in the
vicinity weio heard the cries of  those who had
peen tnjareil  amd had been earried  within doors,
A great wnltitnde wis wecembled about the Etaten
Istund Ferry londing, and wos Increasing in numbers
ot every moment. The peopls wero elleut, and gozed
with the faseluation of horrer st the wreek before them,
and at the frequent brisging up of bodies from the dark
waters, Thete wore numerous tearful men and willing
women apd eldldron who had suflored bercavoweat,
The police, firemen, puid voluntoor bostmen nnd others
tabored zealotsly, clearing away the debris, grappling
for bodics, snd bearing wway such an were rocovered,
In the Eastern Hotel, nowr the landing, were 12 or 13
vietims, most of them terribly sealded or bruised and
writhing in ngony., Almost overy house in the rfow wis
goneroualy THFoWn open, ae It Lecame necessary, to
toeelve POTFOns, 0 many cases actually Injored, and M
mauy others only sinnned and bewildered by the shook
of the explosion and thelr plunge in the water, A lurge

GRAPPLING FOR DREOWNED BODIES,

On the palforu in front of the Barge-Office (looking
soutl) were atndunt evidences of the violonce of the
exploston. The foor wis littered with fragments from
the frivme-work of the boat, broken clinlrs and settees,
hats and bonnets; and, on the further alide, nt o distance
of b0 feet from the Westleld, was s curled section from
fhe exploded holler, weighing about 100 pounds, and
restiug ou end ua it had fallen.  Upon the water, near

on bourid swhich were throwing  out grappling hooks in
search af bodies,  Lvery fow minutes, there was
a push of those upon  the plaiform to the
wnter's edge, at the cry, in subdoed tones, “ Another
found !

flooring of the watn deck was 1ol sevoral feet from its
position as far as the ourve of the etern extended, but
between this and the wididle ok e boat everything had
beon Wown high in air, and had thon fallen baek into
the hold in & confused tnss, the smoke-stack falling on
the top of the heap, Tho bollers were i plaln view
almost from the first, and wore ecen to be thrown dige-
onnlly aeross the boat, so that one end rested several
feet beyond the e of the keel.

Tae numerous persons who witnessed the exploston
sy that for a motsent the alr above the bent wie filled
with human beings and fiylog wasses of Lober, to s
hight of over 80 foet, and that then followod a cloud of
stoam and pmoke, Vhen cnme the shirlole and groans of
the vietims, The weter around the boot, wnd  particu-
larly  on the  enst  side, was  thickly  strewn
wiih persons  strngeling  tor hfo Mr. Rob-
erts, an spont of the Assvoiated Press, wie statding o
front of the barge office, snd near the  piling
of the slip, when the exploslon oconrred, He leaned
close to the piling, under shelter of & beaw, to protect
himsell from falling fragments,  Then, ae soon as pos-
sible, he, with othere who hurtledly came out of the
Barge OMee, began the work of pescue.  Mr. Roberts
nlone, it is stated, dragged out of the waler seven
women and culdren who were still alive, Jumes O'Con-
nor, & lud, of No. 10 Pearlst, was tishing within a
fow feet of the Westfleld, and, escuping lnjury from
the shock, he snccecded In resculng  two ohil-
dren, Oue  of tho tien engaged o this work
wtdd,  The water wae go fall of them, we conldu’'t help
getting some ont.”  An lnstance of the kind of service
generully rendered was given by Caarlep Dosne, o bost-
man residioe at the fool of Jackson-ot  who volnutirdy
romnioed all the afteruoon, with bis  boat, grappling fer

hoddes.
THE ENGINEER'S FTATIMENT,

The enginoer, Henry Robluron, & colored mian, wik re
ported to have disappeared after the acclident, and wis
belleved eithier to have boon killed or to kinve coneealed
bimeelf  throngh fear  of  personal  violenes
fromg  the  friends of  the  opfortusate  poasson-
wers, Mo was  found, howewer, when sought Ly
Pollee Inspector Jumeron and Fire Murshil Keady, and
when questioned, manifested pesloct couluess nnud self-
poskession,  Captaldirnlstod, the Ferry Superintendent,
vouched for bim os o trasted servant of the Company
and a pood englueer, Roblnson le a very intelligent-
Jooking wan, about 40 years of ace, and preposscssed L
Bis fiavor a1l who bheard Ll speake. e sald

“1 hnve been employed by the Company for 1 SoRTs
1 was in the fre-room five minutes before the explosion;
asked the freman, FPatrick Flunegan, about the water,
and be gald it was *all rlght ;' wont to the boller myself,
and fonnd the water above the third cock; weut up
throngh the englne-room and poticed that the gauge lu-
dieated 27 povuds pressare of steam; then I went on
deck; In two minutes T onme baek, and Just an 1 was
golng  down  the  etales  to the  englne-romn
the expieslon took place ; T oantot spy whnt eaused the
exploslon ; the boller had a putel on the part where the
treak was: Tezamdned it last Thureday sud found It oo
good condition,”

Tue fragment of tho boller whick was thrown ut 1pon
fhe Barge Office platform was proooinced to be so
platuly pn unsonnd piece of iron, upon examination by
seversl persons who were presumed to be good judiges,
that Inspector Jameson caiged It to Le removed to
Police  Headquariers  for  safe-keeping. Tt wan
stated  that somwe of the  deck-linude  awserted
that the epgineer hnd been absont from hte post for at
lenst 16 minutes fustead of five, na stated by Limself,
There wis aleo much coroment upon the fect that while
the Inspector’s certificate gave 38 pounds pressure of
ateam e the Muit of the allowance, the englueer ad-
mitted thst the Lollers were subjectad to 47 pounde proe-
sure flve minutes previons to the explosion,

The Company proposed, lnte in the afterngon, to re
move tho Westfleld” to Staten Island; but luspector
Jameson doterposed, and forbude her removal beyond
the Mmits of the eonnty. Ehe was thereupon placed in
%harge of Coroner Young, sud towed to the dock of the
Novelty Iron Works, ut the foot of Thirteenth-st, The
Coroner reqaired that everythivg on bosrd bewid re-
walu noddsturbed until after the ingueet,
